Finances—Past, Present and Future

erating costs the question is fre- 
quently raised, “Where is my buck 
going?” It’s not going far, as we know. 
In the ten years from 1946 to 1956 the 
expenses of the Chicago Dental Society 
have risen along with everything else, 
and, in addition, we have spent a tre- 
mendous amount of money in our fight 
against the illegal laboratories, 150,000 
dollars in fact. This investment proved 
to be worth every penny of its price. 
Last year at the Branch Officers Con- 
ference our Treasurer at that time, Dr. 
James Lynch, presented all the facts on 
the past and future of the Society’s fi- 
nancing. We think all of you should have 
these facts. They will show you just 
where each ‘buck’ is going that you pay 
into the Society as dues. And, speaking 
of dues, here is how your fifty dollars is 
actually apportioned. Of the amount you 
pay 15 dollars go to the Illinois State 
Dental Society, 20 dollars to the Ameri- 
can Dental Association, and 15 dollars 
remain with the Chicago Dental Society. 
Remittances to the Branches clip off an- 
other two dollars of each member’s dues. 
The dentist outside of Chicago register- 
ing at the Midwinter Meeting pays a fee 
of four dollars, leaving nine dollars, and 
the membership fee in most dental budget 
plans is ten dollars at least. So if a mem- 
ber attends the Meeting and participates 
in the budget plan he’s actually ahead 
by a dollar. 


ig these days of rising living and op- 


Now let’s examine the figures taken 
from the Society’s records. I would like 
to mention here, as it may not be known 
to many of our members, that we retain 
a firm of certified public accountants who 
spend two weeks a year examining our 
books and records and furnish our officers 
and directors with a complete sixteen- 
page resumé of our Society’s entire finan- 
cial picture. These audits are the property 
of the members of the Society and any 
member in good standing has access to 
them at any time. A comparison of these 
audits of the years of 1946 and 1956 gives 
a good idea of the Society’s cost of “doing 
business.” 

As we mentioned previously, the legal 
fees involved in the suit against the ad- 
vertising laboratories was necessarily a 
drain on not only our available surplus 
funds, but our ordinary working cash 
funds as well. The over-all picture as far 
as this one great expense is concerned is 
improving with the assumption of the 
entire responsibility for law enforcement 
by the Illinois State Dental Society and 
the consequent alleviation of the impact 
upon our local finances. Rising costs have 
increased operating expenses such as sal- 
aries, rent and light, office supplies, and 
telephone. At present we need at least 
two more trunk lines into the central of- 
fice to handle our peak loads. The amount 
of money we send out to the branches 
of the Society for operational expenses 
has nearly tripled in ten years, and even 
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the audit we mentioned has increased in 
cost. In 1956 it cost us more than twice 
as much to print the ForTNIGHTLY RE- 
view than it cost us in 1946. There 
was a substantial increase for the Com- 


. mittee on Dental Health Education. Our 


monthly programs in 1956 cost us a lot 
more than twice as much as they did in 
1946. These programs average us just 
about $1.50 a member, incidentally. The 
greatest increase of all was in our Legis- 
lative and Law Enforcement Committee 
budget—an unhealthy increase if ever 
there was one. 

Then we have had the financial prob- 
lem associated with the Midwinter Meet- 
ing. Sleeping rooms which we furnish our 
committee chairmen and workers at the 
Meeting doubled in price over the ten- 
year period. Freight and expenses on the 
scientific exhibits soared to about five 
times the cost in ten years. The expense 
of staging our limited attendance clinic 
program increased considerably. We have 
avoided an increase in many items of 
expense in the Meeting by eliminating 
operations that weren’t vital to a good 
meeting and doubling up facilities where 
economy was feasible, but there are many 
categories where the money must be spent 
to stage the kind of a meeting we can 
be proud of. 

With our costs of existence continuing 
to mount in the face of our present in- 
come, it is evident that the time has come 
for us to alter our course. This involves 
some shrewd planning. We have but two 
choices, either to plan on the income we 
now have or to bring about an increase 
in income. The first of these choices in- 
volves an even more rigid economy, but 
the only way we can cut costs any further 
is to curtail the services we render our 
members, and this we should not do. It 
is absolutely necessary that our Society 
continue to be a dynamic force for the 
good of dentistry and for the good of its 
members. We want to expand our serv- 


_ices to organized dentistry and to the 


community as a whole. Most of our ex- 
penses are fixed expenses. We can’t in- 
crease our fixed costs too much or we will 


find ourselves in a spot where we are 
spending all our money to keep going 
with ‘nothing extra to offer additional 
services. There are many aspects to this 
long-range planning. One phase is the 
prudent one of increasing our reserves 
or at least bringing them into line with 
intelligent saving principles. Past audits 
must be studied with special regard for 
trends. We need to know what our mem- 
bers want, and how to supply it. Right 
now we have a goodly supply of requests 
for more money for increased activity 
by various committees, a more widely 
expanded public relations program, 
increased administrative personnel to 
handle group dental health care plans, 
a larger staff operation for the Dental 
Budget Plan, and the setting up of a 
speaker’s bureau with speech instructors 
—all hopes and ideas which are highly 
desirable, but unfortunately not cheap. 
The office force should be expanded also. 
The same number of persons are em- 
ployed at present as there were in 1945, 
with a much heavier work load. We 
would like to make the FortTNIGHTLY 
Review larger. There are a lot of new 
features we would like to add to the Mid- 
winter Meeting and to the monthly meet- 
ings as well. We would like to have our 
members benefit from a greatly expanded 
system of committee instruction and func- 
tioning. There are so many opportunities 
for better dental health education for the 
community, dental care for the indigent, 
dental health care for industrial groups 
and labor unions. The stronger we be- 
come the better prepared we will be to 
cope with the pressure groups always 
found surrounding any professional body. 
Our plans must foresee their motives and 
be prepared long in advance and ready 
with all the answers, the organization, 
the willing workers. 

All of this leads us to the conclusion 
that we are going to have to have more 
money. Our sources of income have been 
utilized to their greatest productivity, but 
there is work still to be done and it is in 
the interest of each and everyone of us 
in the profession to see that it is done. 
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Monthly Program Committee Presents Denture Series 


ae October, November, December 
and January monthly meetings this 
fall and winter will be a series of coordi- 
nated, progressive lectures on Full Den- 
ture Construction. The series will be 
given by Dr. Alvin H. Grunewald, Chair- 
man and Head of the Department of 
Prosthodontia at the Northwestern Uni- 
versity School of Dentistry. He plans the 
series as a postgraduate study course and 
will augment the material presented 
orally and visually at the meetings with 
mimeographed reference material that 
will be given each member who attends. 
Dr. Grunewald will be assisted by recog- 
nized authorities in fields of dentistry 
and medicine related to prosthodontics. 

This concentrated course, devoted en- 
tirely to prosthodontia, has been planned 
in response to the expressed desires of 
our membership. Dr. Grunewald suggests 
that members wishing to obtain the max- 
imum benefit from the series select a 
patient upon whom to carry out the pro- 
cedures discussed at the first lecture, se- 
lect a second patient to carry out the 
procedures discussed in the first and sec- 
ond lectures and so on until he has tried 
out the entire procedure on a patient; 
that he take careful notes on difficulties 
encountered and bring them to the next 
meeting for discussion. The committee 
has planned for ample informal discus- 
sion time after each lecture and intends 

to make each session as close to each in- 
_ dividual’s problems as time can allow. 

The first session will take place at the 
Conrad Hilton Hotel on Tuesday eve- 
ning, October 21st and cover the points 
outlined below: 

1., Briefing and outline of the course. 
Each member will be furnished a diagno- 
sis record form with explanation, an out- 
line of anatomy related to complete den- 
tures, blank sheets for notes, looseleaf 
notebook and the mimeographed tech- 
nique material mentioned above. 


2. Oral Diagnosis 
A. Prosthodontia: Dr. A. H. Grune- 
wald 
(1) Anatomical and physiologi- 
cal factors. 
(2) Variations in treatment pro- 
cedures. 
B. Roentgenology and Oral Surgery: 
Captain W. B. Johnson, (DC)

(2) Surgical preparation of 

mouth for prosthesis. 
C. Pathology: Mark Wheelock, M.D. 

(1) Pre-malignant and malig-

A. Importance as a prelude to final 
impressions 

B. A method of obtaining.

In commenting on the series and pro- 
per full denture construction in general 
Dr. Grunewald stated that regardless of 
the technic used there are certain mini- 
mum office procedures that must be fol- 
lowed to render a good, complete denture 
service. Using a simple, adjustable articu- 
lator these procedures are an absolute 
minimum: 1. Complete oral examination 
and diagnosis. 2. Make the impressions. 
3. Contour the wax occlusal rims. 4. Es- 
tablish the vertical dimension. 5. Obtain 
a face-bow registration. 6. Establish un- 
strained maxillo-mandibular movement. 
7. Determine the plan of treatment. 8. 
Select the teeth. 9. Alter the trial setup 
as indicated. 10. Provide post-palatal seal 
and outline palatal relief. 11. Remount 
the dentures and equilibrate the occlu- 
sion. 12. Insert and adjust the dentures. 


The complete program of this four-meeting denture series 


will be published in the October 1 issue. 
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Golf Meets and Golf Prizes 


In recent weeks there have been numerous complaints by the supply houses 
and laboratories who have been solicited for golf prizes by a variety of 
dental organizations. The Chicago Dental Society has from time to time at- 
tempted to discourage the solicitation or even acceptance of prizes for any 
type of meeting but these policies have been modified so that considerable 
confusion exists. The present policy of the Chicago Dental Society is that no 
solicitation of golf prizes by the branches or the parent society shall be permitted. 

It has been the writer’s opinion over the last twenty-five years that no 
prizes should be solicited nor accepted but rather that as professional men we 
should include the cost of the prizes in-the amount charged for the outings. 
It is his considered judgment that acceptance of donated prizes gives the _ 
donors unfair advantage over the rest of the men who service our profession ; 
if we must have prizes they should be paid for by those who participate—we 
should not demean the profession by asking for or accepting them. Certainly 
we should be able to do this or not have a golf outing. 


Hepatitis and Dental Operations 


There have been frequent reports of serum hepatitis following dental opera- 
tions. In a recent study, two Rochester, New York physicians found a high 
percentage of infections were the result of exposure in dental offices. At 
least strong enough evidence was demonstrated to believe that such relation- 
ship existed. It was pointed out that extreme care in sterilizing all instruments, 

and needles was an absolute must. Autoclaving was the most accept- 
able method, boiling at least thirty minutes the second best, with chemical . 
sterilization the least satisfactory. A further danger lies in the re-use of a 
carpule. Under no circumstances should an anesthetic carpule be re-used. 

Of the cases studied, three were fatal which would indicate the serious 
results. 

Autoclave or sterilize your instruments for thirty minutes at least. Don't 
re-use your anesthetic carpules. 


The Professional Man

HOSPITAL HEALTH PLANS 
FORCED TO RAISE PREMIUMS 


Quoting from the publication, Medi- 
cal Economics: “Across the country, Blue 
Cross is clearly in trouble. Rising hospi- 
tal costs have forced 34 plans in 22 states 
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to hike subscribers’ premiums as much as 
60 percent since July of last year. In 17 
states the rate increases were granted but 
in 8 states only partial increase was al- 
lowed.” 
Among reasons given by officials was 
that more benefit payments were being 
paid than premiums received. Other rea- 
sons cited were too much unnecessary 
hospitalization and little or no effort on 
the part of hospitals to cut down on 
operating costs. A number of states are 
conducting studies as to how to correct 
some of the problems before less quali- 


fied and informed take over the job.

help in the development of programs to 
benefit both the dental profession and 
the dental laboratory industry. : 

The cooperation of dentists is re- 
quested in informing dental laboratory 
owners of the survey to help assure that 
a widespread accurate picture of the in- 
dustry will be obtained. 

Results of the study are expected to 
be useful also to the individual laboratory 
owner as a yardstick against which he 
can measure his own operations. 

The information obtained from indi- 
vidual laboratory owners will be con- 
sidered strictly confidential. No signature 
is required on the questionnaire. 5 

The survey is being conducted by the 
Association’s Council on Dental Trade 
and Laboratory Relations and the Bu- 
reau of Economic Research and Statistics. 
Assistance in the survey is being given by 
the National Association of Dental 
Laboratories. 

The survey was ordered to be made by 
the 1957 House of Delegates of the 
American Dental Association as “help- 
ful for the agencies of the Association to 
have statistical information on the num- 
ber of dental laboratories, their distribu- 
tion, personnel and other relevant items.”
